WhonevfT.  at  tin-  rtMim-st  of  tlic  IMsliop  of  tlif   Dio- 
i-fsc,   or  wlu'iicvcr  by   a   tlircf-foiirtlis   vott-   of  the   ('lergy 
pri'sent,  and  a  tlirt'e-fourths  vot.-  of  tlu-  Lay  n-pivsentativ.'s 
prfsfiit  at  a  iin'<'tin«  of  the  Synod,  duly  call.'d,  the  Synod 
f  s\\i-A\,   by   rt'solntion,  declare   it    to   be   advisable   that    a   Co- 

I  adjiitor   or    SutTrasan    Hishop    for    the    Diocese    should    be 

appointed,  the  election  of  such  Coadjutor  or  SutTraRan 
Bishop  shall,  either  at  the  iiii-ctin<i  of  the  Synod  at  which 
such  resolution  shall  have  been  passed,  or  at  any  subsequent 
annual  nieetinfr.  or  at  a  special  nieetint;  t(!

But  no  proceedinffs  under  this  Canon 
shall  take  place  mitil  and  unless  an  ini'onie  satisfactory  to 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  been  provided;  and  any 
Priest  who  may  be  elected  Coadjutor,  or  SufTragan  Bishop 
shall  hold  no  other  preferment  in  the  Diocese. 

-  M.  If  due  notice  be  given  that  such  election  will  be  pro- 

ceeded with  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Synod,  it  shall  take 
place  immediately  after  contirming  the  minutes  of  the  last 
session,  and  before  any  other  business  is  proceeded  with. 

4.  The  names  of  those  nominated  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Bishon  and  his  api)roval  of  such  names  obtained  before 
the  Synod  vote  thereon. 

5.  The  Coadjutor,  or  Suffragan  Bishop  shall  perform 
such  Diocesan  duties  and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority 
in  the  Dioc'se  as  lii>-  r.ishop  sii;dl  assi<;n  to  him.

loi'dinary  wear  and  tear,  ami  accidents  l)y  tire,  f^ood  or 
tempest  excei)ted):  provided  that  the  exix-use  of  any  im- 
provements or  r  t)airs.  such  as  new  roofin<r,  external  or 
internal  painfinp.  new  feneint;.  and  matters  atT^'ectinp  the 
staiulity  or  safety  of  the  huildin'r  rendered  necessary  by  the 
liipse  of  time,  and  not  arising'  from  wilful  nesrlii;encp  or  any 
act  of  ortnssion  or  eonimission  on  the  part  of  the  Hector 
shall  he  borne  by  the  I'arish. 

4.  When  there  is  more  tlian  one  conirrefration  in  a  J'arish 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  con<jfet;ation  to  bear  its  proper 
share  of  the  expense  of  repairs  or  iinprovements  to  the  par- 
sonasre  house,  outbuildinfjs,  fences,  etc. 

.">.  All  (juestions  arisiii'T  between  a  K'cctor  and  his 
parishioners  with  respect  to  the  re|)airs  of  the  pHrsonagt' 
house,  etc.,  shall  be  determined  by  a  Commission,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Hishop.  on  api)lication  of  either  party,  and 
the  expenses  of  the  Commission  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
party  afrainst  whom  the  decision  shall  be  jjiven.  or  otherwise, 
as  the  Commission  may  determines  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Synod. 

CANON  IX. 

Burial  Grounds. 

1.  The  charges  payable  for  burial  plots  ,and  on  breakin<j 
the  irround  in  Church  burial  jirounds.  for  the  purpose  of 
buryinfr  the  dead,  and  all  matters  of  tne  like  nature  there- 
with connected,  shall  he  I'cirulated  by  the  Vestry  of  each 
Church. 

2.  It  sIkUI  be  in  the  ]iowe.-  of  the  members  of  such 
Vestry  at  Vestry  meetiufis  to  make  by-laws  for  the  regula- 
tion of  their  proceedinjrs.  and  for  the  management  of  the 
lunds  of  the  burial  ground  itself,  to  which  they  belong, 
provided  the  .same  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Synod  of  thi'  Church  of  Kngland  in  the 
i)iocesc  ol    New    WcsUiiilistcl'.

chapte:r  4.- 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Anglican  Synod  of  the  Diocese*  of  New 

Weatminster 

(12th  April.  1893) 

WHKREAS,  a  petition  luis  Ix-cn  prcscuti'd  t'n>in  the 
r.ishop  iiiul  the  Sviiod  of  the  Diocese  of  New  West  iiinster. 
siieh  Uioeese  eonsisting  of  the  Districts  of  New  Westminster. 
Yale,  Kooteuny  and  Lillooet,  and  a  hirRe  porHon  of  tlie 
Carihoo  District,  praying  that  the  Synod  shoidd  he  incor- 
porated, and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition : 

Therefore,  lier  Majesty,  by  and   witli   the  advice   and 
..nsen;    of    the    Legislative    Assend)ly    of    til"    Province    of 
British  Cohunhia.  enacts  as  follows:— 

1.  Tl  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Westmins- 
ter, tile  licensed  (Mergy  of  the  said  Diocese,  the  Diocesan 
officials  and  Lay  Delegates  at  present  heing  mend)ers  of  the 
Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  .New  Westminster,  and  such  otiier 
persons  as  may  hereafter  l.ecom.'  or  he  elected  memhers 
thereof,  according  to  the  constitution  ami  canons  of  the 
said  Synod,  shall  he  and  tlwy  are  hereby  .-onstitut.'d  and 
declared  to  !).■  a  I'ody  jwlitic  and  corporate  hy  the  style  anjl 
title  of  "The  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Westminster." 
hereinafter  called  "the  Synod." 

2.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Coriioration  of  the  Bishop

:5.  The  Svnod  may  from  time  to  lime,  and  at  all  tunes 
iHTcafter  inherit,  acpiire  and  hold,  as  purchasers  or  other- 
wise  for  the  g..m-ral  nurpo.ses  of  the  Synod,  any  lands,  ten.-- 
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<-iifs  (111(1  licrt'ditaiin'nts,  iind  jxTsonal  pnipcrf y  in  tlio  Prov- 
iiict'  of  British  ("olunibia.  ami  the  saiiic  or  any  part  thert'ot'. 
t'roiii  tinu'  to  tinu",  may  sell  or  exeiiange,  niortKa^e.  lease, 
let,  or  otherwise  dispose  of. 

4.  The  Constitution,  Canons,  ami  Rules  of  Order  of  tin- 
Synod,  as  at  present  in  foree,  shall,  upon  a  copy  thereof 
(Inly  signed  by  the  Lord  Mishop  of  New  Westuiinster,  and 
under  his  eorporate  seal,  being  deposited  with  the  Kefristi-ar- 
(Jeneral  of  Titles  at  Vietoria,  be  the  Constitution,  Canons 
and  Rules  of  Order  for  the  ineorporated  Synod  constituted 
under  this  Aet,  until  the  same  be  altered  or  amended  by 
the  Synod,  in  aeeordanee  with  such  Constitution  and  Canons;

A  eopy  of  the  Constitution,  Canons  and  Rules  of 
Order  of  the  Synod  filed  in  aeeordanee  with  this  Aet,  and 
certified  correct  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  a  .Votary  Public 
practising  as  such  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  shall 
be  received  in  evidence  in  any  pro(  eedings  in  any  Court  of 
the  Province. 


6.  The  term  "Church  of  P^ngland"  when  used  in  this 
Act  and  in  all  deeds,  ilociiments  or  writinjrs  that  have  been 
heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be  executed,  shall  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Act,  be  taki^n  to  mean  and  includ"  that  body  of 
Christians,  which  is  acknowledged  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  as  a  body  in  full  communion  with  the  Church 
of  England,  as  by  law  in  England  established. 

7.  Any  Parish  in  the  Diocese  of  New  Westminster,  the 
limits  whereof  have  been  defined  by  the  Executive  (.'om- 
mittee  of  the  Synod,  may  become  in('orporated  in  the  fol-

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(li   The  Parish  Officers,  consisting  of  the  Rector  or  In-

Draft  of  Mcniorial  t(»  the  OtTieral  Synod  as  aprt'cd  upon  by 
a  iiipptinjr  of  (Iclojratcs  from  the  four  Oiocfscs  in  British 
Coliinibia.  held  in  St.  Paul's  School  Mouse.  Vancouver. 
July  26th,  1910. 

The  various  Diocesan  Synods  within  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  respectfully  recommends  to  the  (Jeneral 
Synod  the  formation  of  an  Ecclesiastical  Province  of  British 
Columbia  coterminous  with  the  boundaries  of  the  civil  Pro- 
vince, with  a  Provincial  Synod  to  be  formed  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  that  the  following  be  part  of  the  Constitution 
of  such  Synod : 

Sec.  1.  The  I'rovincial  Synod  siiall  have  the  power  t(» 
(leal  with  all  matters  affcctin!,'  the  t'eneral  interests  and 
wcll-beinp  of  the  Church  within  its  jurisdiction,  other  than 
tliose  already  delegated  t<i  the  fleneral  Synod.  .\o  Canon 
r  [^'solution  of  a  coercive  character,  or  involvinjr  penalties, 
or  disabilities,  passed  by  the  said  Provincial  Synod  shall  be 
operative  in  any  Diocese  until  accepted  by  the  Synod  of 
such  Diocese.  Tlii'  Provin<-ial  Synod  shall  not  have  the 
power  unless  with  its  assent  (o  deal  with  such  matters  as 
fall  within  the  .jurisdiction  of  a  Diocesan  Synod  at  the  time 
of  the  forttuition  of  the  Provincial  Sviiod. 


Sec.  2.     Appointment  of  Bishops. 

'li  Eli'cfioti  by  Synod,  When  fh.-  Secretary  of  any 
Diocesan  Synod  shall  ci-rtify  to  the  .Metropolitan  of  tlie 
Provin.ial  Synod  that  there  is  a  vacancy  in  such  Diocese, 
the  .Metrt)politan  shall  at  once  take  such  ste[>s.  if  any,  aa 
■M.-'.y  he  (lecesssiry  in  ordiT  to  the  i-lci-tint?  of  h  Bisliop  who 
shall   be  duly   elected   by   the  Synod   of  that    Dittce.se   under 
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its  Canons,  Uulcs  au(!  Kt-RiiliitiDiis.  'I'lit-  Cliairnian  or  S.-irc- 
tary  of  the  said  Synod  shall  transiiiil  a  .•crtitii-atc  of  sm-h 
election  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  taken  place  to  the  Metro- 
politan and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Synod,  Notice 
of  snch  election  shall  then  he  sent  hy  the  Metropolitan  or 
the  Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Synod  to  the  other  Kishops 
of  the  Province,  and  the  Metropolitan  shall  then  proceed  to 
take  steps  for  the  consecration  of  the  Mislioi)-elect. 

(2)     Appointment  by  Missionary  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a  Diocese  whose  Bishop  is  wholly  or  main 
ly    supported    liy   any    Missionary   Societ.v ,   the   scli-ction    oi 
such   Hishoj)  siiall   rest   with  that   Societ,.-  after  consultation 
with   and   contirniation   hy   the   .Metropolitan   ami   the   other 
Bishops  of  he  Province. 

Sec.  3.     Subdivision  of  Dioceses,  Etc. 

The  Provincial  Synod  may  subdivide  any  Dioii.se  of 
such  Province,  provided  that  the  Bishop  and  Synod  ol  the 
Diocese,  which  it  is  propo.sed  to  divide,  consent  thereto.  The 
liishop  of  the  divided  Diocese  shall  choose  which  portion  oT 
the  divided  Dicese  he  desires  to  retain,  and  the  appointment 
of  a  Bishop  to  the  other  portion  shall  be  nnide  in  accordance 
with  Section  2  on  'iie  Apointment  of  Bishops.  If  accordini: 
to  these  provisions  the  Bishop  is  to  be  elected  by  the  vote  of 
the  Synod,  then  the  Bishop  of  the  undivided  Synod  shall 
convoke  a  Synod  and  preside  over  the  same  for  the  purpose 
of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  and  such  Synoit  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  such  election. 

The  Provincial  Synod  may  also  form  a  Diocese  or 
Dioceses  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  provided  that 
the  Bishop  an<l  Synods  of  the  several  Dioceses  afTccted  ^'ivc 
their  assent  to  such  division.  The  Bishop  of  the  new  Dio- 
eese  or  Dioceses  shall  be  appointed  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion 2.  and  if  according  to  these  provisions,  the  Bishop  is  to 
be  elected  by  the  \ote  of  the  Synod,  then  the  Senior  Bishop 


Iiy   conseiTation  of  tin-   Diocrscs  afft't-ted   sliall   convoke   a 
Synod  and  preside  over  the  same  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.     Election  of   Metropolitan. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Eeclesiastieal  IVoviii.c,  after  the 
expiration  of  three  months  and  not  later  than  the  expiration 
of  six  months  after  every  vaeaney  in  the  Metropolitanship, 
shall  meet  under  the  Presidency  of  the  Senior  Bishop  by  con- 
secration, or,  in  the  ease  of  his  inability  to  act,  under  the 
Presidency  of  the  Bishop  next  in  order  of  seniority;  such 
meeting  to  be  called  by  him  after  six  weeks'  notice,  at  some 
place  within  the  Ecclesiastical  Province,  and  shall  elect  one 
of  their  number  to  be  President  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  the  Bishop  so  elected  shall  thereupon,  ipso  facto,  be  the 
Metropolitan  of  the  Province. 

And  it  is  further  provided  that  if  a  Provincial  Synod  be 
constituted  during  his  tenure  of  the  See,  the  present  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  British  Columbia  shall  be  the  first  Metro- 
politan of  the  Province. 

Sec.  5.     Basis  of  Representation. 

The  basis  of  representation  in  the  Provinciol  Synod  shall 
be,  in  addition  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Province,  four  delegates 
of  each  order,  Clerical  and  Lay,  elected  by  each  Diocesan 
Synod,  with  provision  for  substitutes.

Be  it  therefore  enacted: 

1.  The  dioceses  within  the  Civil  Province  of  British 
<"olumbia,  viz.:  Columbia,  New  Westminster,  Caledonia  and 
Kootenay,  and  all  other  Dioceses  at  any  time  erected  within 
the  said  Province,  shall  constitute  a  new  Ecclesiastical  Prov- 
ince, co-terminous  with  the  Civil  Province,  to  be  known  as 
tlu'  Ecclesiastical  Province  of  British  Columbia.
